PEOPIE HAVE THE REMEDY 


LAWLESS WEAK WHEN PUBLIC CON* 


SCIENCE IS AROUSED 


Declares All Law Protected Privileges 


are Grafts and Should be 


Hateful to Citizens. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 17—Under the in- 


fluence of impassioned speeches direct- 
ed against the Republican organization 
leaders, a crowd of several thousand 
men angrily marched to the hgmes of 
"Boss" Israel W. Durham and Senator 
McMchol, political leaders, late last 
night, following the reception of Gov- 
ernor Folk at the good government 
mass meeting, 
the 
crowd 
saying: 


"Let's hang Durham to a sour apple 
tree." The leaders denounced Durham. 
Never in the annals of politics was 
such aroused public opinion shown as 
was hurled at the leader of the organ- 
ization at the threshold of his home. 
The police were powerless to restrain 
their denunciation.

marching army, Charles Moore, stand- 
ing upon a soan box, harangued

A TRAGIC TALE 


OF OLD OCEAN 


Told by Survivors of a Crew That For 


a Week Fought For Life. 


VESSEL SMASHED BY A GALE 


Four Men, Crazed by Their Fearful 


Experience, Dron From the Wreck- 
age Into the Angry Sea—Othefs Die 
of Exposure, Exhaustion, and In- 
juries Inflicted by the Waves. 


Boston, Oct. 17—A harro\ving tale is 


told by two sun Ivors of the coasting 
schooner Vannarne and King of New 
Haven, which was beaten to pieces by 
a gale off the South Carolina coast. 
The men were rescued by the schoon- 
er Stillman F. Kelly. They are Wil- 
liam Thomas and William G. War- 
nock, both 28 years old, and hail from 
Antigua, British West Indies. 


Six of the crew succumbed. They 


•were: Captain William A. Maxwell of 
New Jersey; Mate E. A. Chase, home 
unknown; engineer, a German, name 
unknown; colored steward, name un- 
known; colored seamen, \\m. Grixell 
and Alfred Arthur, both of Jamaica. 


The Vanname and King, which has 


been plying up and down the coast 
since 188G, left Charleston, S. C., for 
New York on Oct. 3 with a cargo of 
hard pine Two days out she ran into 
a heavy galo and after wallowing 
about in the great seas for 'several 
hours sprang a leak. The pumps were 
started, but within a short time the 
engine room was flooded and the 
pumps choked. At S a. m. of Oct. 8. 
with her hold nearly full of water, the 
little schooner was hoved down on her 
beam's end. The crew clambered up 
on. the weather side and lashed them- 
selves to the bulwarks. There they 
remained washed by the beas that 
broke mercilessly over them all day 
Friday. 


The same evening the storm in- 


creased in fury, and one great wave 
crashed aboard, breaking both legs of 
Seaman Arthur and sweeping Grizell 
from his fastenings. 
Arthur's com- 


panions could do nothing to relieve 
lis sufferings, but when on Saturday 
the schooner turned completely over 
:hey managed to cut his lashings and 
drag him on a piece of the after-house. 
;t was several hours before they were 
all huddled together on their little 
aft. 
That night Arthur died in the 


arms of Captain Maxwell and his body 
was dropped overboard. 


Sunday brought a ray of hope when 
craft was sighted, but the gloom 


shut in again as she passed by with- 
out heeding the little group of seamen 
r»-ho frantically signaled her. That 
night the waves subsided and a little 
rain fell, which was eagerly caught in 


tarpaulin and brought some slight 


relief. 


Relief was only temporary, and not 


ong after JIate Chase's mind gave 
way entirely and the craft was again 


:htened when he jumped into the 


3ea. The next victim was Captain 
Maxwell, who on Monday .forenoon be- 
came violently insane and 
followed 


his mate's example of self-destruction 
as a relief to his sufferings. The spec- 
acle of the two men throwing them- 
elves into the sea proved too much 
or the German engineer, and a few 
lotus after the captain's death he too 
eaped to his death.

WOBK LECTURE 


Synopsis of Address Given by Iowa 


Socialist at Taylor Hall Here 


Monday Night, 


A synopsis of the lecture given by 


John M. 'Work of Des Moines, Iowa, 
at Taylor Hall last evening follows: 


Political parties are run in the inter- 


est of the men who pay their cam- 
paign funds. 


The Republican and Democratic 


parties get their campaign funds from 
the capitalist class. They are run in 
the Interest of the capitalist class. 


The Socialist party gets its cam- 


paign funds from the dimes and quar- 
ters of the-working masses. It is run 
in the interest of the working masses. 


I am an individualist. Some short- 


sighted people think that Socialism is 
communism. But, people will not live 
in common in the Socialist common- 
wealth any more than the county offi- 
cers, who work for the public, do now. 
Socialism is the public ownership and 
the popular management, not of -pri- 
vate personal effects but of the indus- 
tries, the means of production and dis- 
tribution. It will enable the average 
man to own much more private pro- 
perty than he does now. Socialism 
stands for true individualism. The 
present capitalist system has made it 
impossible for the masses of the peo- 
ple to cultivate 
their individuality. 


Capitalism has reduced them to a dead 
level, the dead level of poverty, long 
hours of labor, and inability to avail 
themselves of the higher things of life. 
Capitalism compels the industrious to 
divide up with the idle. 
It compels 


the wage workers and the. farmers to 
hand over the bulk of their product to 
the capitalist class, because the capi- 
talist class owns the industries. There 
is <no remedy but Socialisni, the public 
ownership and the popular manage- 
ment of the industries. 


Socialism is not a scheme or inven- 


tion. It is the logical result of the 
operation of the economic laws. 


Tariff tinkering cannot harm the 


trusts, because they can do away with 
international" competition by making 
the trusts international. 


Anti-trust laws are useless and re- 


actionary. If the big corporations are 
prevented from making open pools, all 
they have to do to get around the an- 
ti-trust law is to make secret pools. 


Freight rate legislation is futile. 


Even if it lowered the freight rates, 
the trusts would simply put up their 
prices and rake in the extra dollars. 


There are more workers than jobs. 


The workers compete for the jobs. The 
capitalists are therefore able to hire 
men for just enough wages to afford 
them a bare subsistance. There is no 
remedy but^ Socialism. 


Labor saving machinery has im- 


mensely increased production. But 
the capitalists have reaped* the benefit 
of the increase, because they own the 
industries. Socialism is the only rem- 
edy. 


Capitalism is killing itself. It has 


constantly crowded people into the 
working class until now the census 
says that four-fifths of the gainfully 
occupied males are wage workers, and 
it is of course to their interest to de- 
stroy capitalism and introduce social- 
ism, in order that they may secure the 
full value of their labor. 


It is also to tne interest of the av- 


erage farmer to destroy capitalism 
and introduce socialism. The trusts, 
the landlords and the loan companies 
pluck the farmer until he is little if 
any better off than a wage worker. 


The Socialist party is a rank and 


file party. Important questions within 
it are settled by referendum vote of 
the party. The members have the 
power to discharge any official at any 
time,. 


The Socialist vote doubles 
about 


every two years.

Say Newark City 


Councilmen, 


TITLE OF SITE NOT YET CLEAR 


SDIT TO QUIET CLAIM OF HEIRS IS 


NOW FENDING 


ID Licking County Courts-Law Com- 


mittee Recommends Passage 


of Spitting Ordinance. 


The construction of Newark's city 


hospital will be delayed. A resolution 
was adopted by the city council at the 
regular meeting held Monday night 
which instructed the City Auditor to 
suspend the publication of the legal 
notice of the sale of bonds, for the 
construction of the hospital. 


This action was taken because of the 


suit which is now pending in the local 
courts as to the title of the land on 
the old cemetery site. In a lengthy 
report submitted by the law committee 
the matter was treated fully. 


Mr. Smythe addressed the council 


and stated that the land was in two 
parcels. One was deeded to the city 
for cemetery purposes and the abstract 
of the other parcel can not be com- 
pleted. The heirs of the Harriet 
S. 


Crane estate are claiming that the 
city has no right to use1 this property 
for purposes other than a cemetery as 
it was specified in the description to 
that effect. 


The law provides that a city can 


dispose of in any manner it sees fit 
any lots or lands of an 
abandoned 


cemetery. However, the Crane pro- 
perty which was acquired by the city 
by deed, is now concerned m tiie suit 
which has been filed to quiet the claim 
of the heirs, and it would be unwise 
to. proceed with the selling of 
the 


bonds and the construction of the hos- 
pital until the matter was first decided 
in the courts^ The resolution asked 
that the bond sale be postponed until 
March, 19U6.

DNIOTDISSOLVED 


Government Bill' Severing Relations 


That Have Existed Since 1814, 


Passed by Both Houses. 


Stockholm, Sweden, Oefe 17. — The 


union between Norway and Sweden 
existing since 1814 is dissolved, both 
houses of the riksday having passed 
the government bill repealing the act 
of union and recognizing Norway "as a 
state separate from the union with 
Sweden." 
The lower house adopted 


the bill without debate, but two or 
three members of the senate ex- 
pressed the opmjon that the dis- 
solution was an irreparable misfor- 
tune and that the time would come 
when Norway would--perceive the ben- 
efits of the union. 'Both houses sub- 
sequently adopted the new flag. It 
will be a yellow cross on a blue 
ground, the same as existed prior to 
1814, the union mark in the upper left 
corner being eliminated.
